by Parliament was necessary for cach 
community.

It will thus be seen that it was the 
Church of Christ that compiled. the 
Bible of Christendom. This Church 
of which Christ had said: “He that 
heareth you, heareth Me,” definitely 
declared what writings of the Old and 
the New Testament were inspired and 
thus gave to the world the Bible of, 
Christendom. It was at the Council 
of Carthage. A. D, 397, thet the 
Church put her seal on the inspired 
writings of both the Old and the New 
Testament, definitely settling for all 
time what constituted 
Scriptures. The volume thus compiled 
by the Church was called the Bible, 
which means the Book par excellence. 
The Church was in her four-hun- 
dredth year before the Christian Bible 
was born. 

“But,” it may be objected, “by what 
right did the Church proclaim just 
what was the word of God?” This 
leads to two interesting matters con- 
cerning the Bible, namely: how do we 
know that Scripture is the word of 
God; and secondly, by what authority 
has the Church declared what writ- 
ings constitute the word of God? 

We know that the Sacred Scrip- 
tures of the Old Testament are in- 
spired, first, because the writers them- 
selves so declared. Jeremias says: 
“The word of the Lord came to me, 
saying: Before I formed thee in the 
bowels of thy mother, I knew thee; 
and before thou camest forth out of 
the womb, I sanctified thee, and made 
thee a prophet unto the nations” (Jer, 
i, 4,5).

Some of you have attended a baseball game or a 
football game where there was an attendance of 50,000, or, 
possibly, 100,000. Those of us who were present at the 
stadium in Chicago during the Eucharistic Congress field- 
Mass saw a concourse of humanity which seemed to be almost 
without number, yet the papers estimated the throng at 
200,000 or 500,000. The cities of Detroit and of Cleveland 
have grown very rapidly during the last two decades, and 
they now count 1,000,000 people. But it takes a thousand 
million to make a billion. Within the confines of our vast 
country there are some over 100,000,000 people, or one-tenth 
of a billion. In the whole world there are fewer than 2,000,- 
000,000 people. Yet there is fear of over-population. 

Why am I making these observations? In order to en- 
able you to grasp the significance of a recent declaration of 
Dr. G. Abbot, Director of the Astrophysical Observatory at 
the Smithsonian Institution. He maintained, and makes obser- 
vations on the fact, that there are 30,000,000,000 stars in the 
heavens, In other words, there are more than fifteen times 
as many stars in the universe as there are people in this 
world. Then, let it be remembered that each one of these 
stars is far vaster than this world; that there would be room 
in anyone of: them,.if they, were inhabitable, for 30,000,000,- 
000 people. 

It is not likely that David, the royal psalmist, had any 
conception of the number of stars or of their magnitude, yet 
he pointed to the firmament through which the stars are 
visible to us as “announcing the works of God’s hands,” and 
the material “heavens as narrating the glory of God,” He 
points out the logical deduction namely, that the Lord must 
be greater than His works. The Bible represents God as 
holding the universe in the palm of His hand, and represents 
all the water of the oceans as a mere drop before His infinite 
majesty. 

The effect of this teaching on the man of faith, or even 
on the man who uses his reason without prejudice, is entirely 
different from its effect on the infidel or on the man who does 
not wish to accept the burdens which faith imposes on him. 

The logical Christian deduces, as St. Paul did, the exist- 
ence of the invisible things from the visible. He concludes 
that if God is clearly shown to be infinite in His majesty He 
must also be infinite in every attribute. He must be infinite 
in His goodness, which offers the explanation of our very 
existence. If God condescended to create us He must have 
done it for a purpose, and, having created us immortal, He 
must have created us for an everlasting happy existence. If 
He be infinite in His majesty He must also be infinite in

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INTROIT TODAY 


TWELFTH SUNDAY AFTER 
PENTECOST. 

Today’s Introit has the prayer 

which you say every morning. It may 
be in different words, but it is just 
what you mean each morning when 
you open your eyes and see the sun 
peeking again over the eastern hori- 
zon. The good Catholic child says in 
the heart: “Come to mine assistance, 
O God! O Lord, make haste to help 
me.” These words are good for every 
heart and for every possible circum- 
stance of life. They answer the pray- 
er of every Christian soil. The words 
of today’s Introit are the first words 
the priest uses after the Sign of the 
Cross, in every Divine Office he says. 
You know, probably, children, that 
every priest must say his Divine Office 
which takes up at least an hour of his 
time each day. During that time he 
is not only fulfilling his obligation, but 
he is praying for the Church, for the 
Pope and for his people. Of course 
the prayers very frequently bring in 
the name of our good Bishop. Here 
is the Introit, so familiar to the lips 
of every priest. You can use them, 
too. 
“Incline to mine aid, O God! O Lord 
make haste to help me. Let mine 
enemies be confounded and ashamed 
that seek my soul.” “Let them be 
turned backward, and blush for 
shame, that desire evils to me.” 

It would be wonderful, children, if 
you could follow the pfiest m every 
word and movement of the Holy Mass. 
‘When he calls for help, you would call 
for help. When he calls for mercy, 
you would be calling for mercy; when 
he calls for forgiveness, you would 
be calling for forgiveness. \/hy not 
join very intimately and personally 
with the priest in the Mass every time 
you attend the Holy Sacrifice at the 
Altar? If you have any special pray- 
ers to say, say them before or after 
Mass. The best way to attend Holy 
Mass is to join’ with the priest in the 
Sacrifice’ and the Intention. He prays 
for you, and each person present, 
every time he offers Mass. 

Although the words of the Introit 


ly has you individually and the 
Church in mind, It is better to fol- 
low the prayers of the Church than 
your own. Try it and see how God

| SOMETHING ABOUT 
“LITURGY.” 


. Do not forget, children, that Liturgy 
is the public worship in the Church 
ito praise and glorify the Blessed 
‘Trinity and to sanctify souls. There 
;are some liturgical ceremonies with 
iwhich you are very familiar, and if 
/you perform them properly they will 
‘help you to acquire the spirit of the 
| Liturgy of the Church. 
| For instance, the Sign of the Cross. 
We should make it reasonably large, 
moving the hand slowly from the 
forehead to the breast, and from 
shoulder to shoulder. Our heart and 
will should enter into its making. If 
it is made carefully and devoutly it 
will penetrate the soul, for the Cross 
is the sign of our Redemption. To 
make the sign of the Cross in this 
manner habitually will dedicate our 
soul and body to the service of Christ. 
Another simple act by which we 
worship God publicly is the “Genu- 
flection.” That is, bending one or 
‘both knees in solemn adoration of 
|God. We should genufiect slowly and 
ideeply, realizing vividly each time 
that our genuflection is an act of 
jadoration to the Infinite God. When 
we bend the knee we should bow the 
heart in humility, conscious of our 
own unworthiness and of God’s infi- 
nite majesty.
